Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . It is in the opinion of the examiner that the art of record neither anticipates nor renders 
obvious "the hinge assembly comprising a first link and a second link and a second link joined 
by a pivot shaft, the first link being coupled to the first sector gear, and the second link being 
couple to the second sector gear" in combination with the rest of the claimed limitations set forth 
in the independent claim. 

Searching by the Examiner yielded prior art as cited in the previous Office Actions. 
Therefore, it is concluded by the examiner that claims 1-5, 9, 13, 25-28, 32, 34, 48-51 and 54 of 
the present invention are allowable.
